a.  "Financial  crisis  leads  to  a reduction  in  the  U.S.  military 

budget this  is  a bonus  in  the  crisis"

12.  U.S. -CHINA  RELATIONS 

"Biden  may  be  in  charge  of  China  Affairs"
